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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As per the specification, a set of non-unique 
values is a set of permissible or valid values (see paragraphs [0016]-[0024] and [0091]. The prior art teaches that "valid or possible set of 
values are maintained for each referenced location on a per processor basis." This is equivalent to the claimed "non-unique values." Saha's 
teaching of "uniquely colored data" or unique data for each store is immaterial, based on the aforementioned interpretation of "non-unique 
values". Applicant further argues that removing an old value and setting a new value is not the same as replacing a value-list or set of 
values. Examiner notes that the update rule is applied to the set of valid values, not just individual values (see 2 nd and 3 rd paragraphs of 
section 2.2). Finally, Applicant argues that Saha's removal and setting is conditional, while the present invention teaches an unconditional 
setting. Examiner notes that Applicant's argument is unclear, as Applicant has not pointed out specific portions of the reference that teach 
the allegedly conditional replacing. If Applicant is arguing that the "remove all values associated with stores from the same processor 
issued at time t'<t" is conditional, Examiner notes that this is referring to what specific values are removed in certain cases - the replacing 
itself is not conditional. 
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
